THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 
A LAMB-LIKE DOCUMENT. 
[By Cableto The Chicago Tribune. ] 

Lonpon, Jan. 17—4 a. m.—The Queen's 
speech was read yesterday to the Cabinet 
and leaders of the Opposition, and, although 
secrecy is enjoined, most of its recom- 
mendations are known in certain circles. In 
view of the importance which has 
attached to the early assembling of Parlia- 
ment it is a most disappointing document, 
and it is difficult to gather from it any reason 
for hastening the opening of the session. It 
is generally understood, however, that 
the original intention was far different 
from that now carried out, but 
that recent events have changed the pro- 
gramme of the Ministry. Her Majesty first 
reviews the events which have occurred 
in the East since the close of the last ses- 
Zen, adding some late information relative 
to the peace negotiations now progressing. 
Then follows an assurance that British in- 
terests shall be 

CAREFULLY PROTECTED 
in the settlement of peace. Then, according 
to the first draft of the message, there was a 
request for a large sum of money beyond 
the regular estimates to put the army and 
navy in readiness for any emergency 
which might require force to protect British 
interests, and several authorities maintain 
that this request will still be found in the 
message to-day, but the best informed Con- 
servatives state that the clause has been 
modified so as to express an opinion merely 
that such an amount of money may be re- 
quired at a late day, and that her Majesty 
WILL THEN CONFIDENTLY DEPEND 
on her Parliament to vote such sums as may 
be asked for. Then follow various sugges- 
tions for domestic legislation, such as the 
passage of the County Board bill, the Cattle- 
Plague bill, the extension of the 
Endowed Schools fact to Scotland, a 
Roads and Bridges bill for Scotland, 
and a reform of the Ivish Grand-Jury laws. 
So far, however, as anything new in En- 
gland’s Eastern policy is concerned, the 
speech is disappointing to the extent almost 
of being a huge practical joke. The reason 
for this change of Ministerial policy is inter- 
esting. It was found that the Liberal party 
and Conservative opponents of war to- 
gether 
COULD DEFEAT ANY WARLIKE POLICY, 
and that, as these dispatches stated ten days 
ago, an attempt to overthrow the Ministry 
would be made at once in case any money 
were asked for to increase the army. 
Lord Beaconsfield, finding bis own supporters 
wavering, has decided not to venture on a 
trial of strength until after the meeting of 
Parliament, when he hopes to bring party 
discipline to bear upon all Conservative 
members and compel a vote for war sup- 
plies as soon as he thinks he can command a 
good working majority. 
HIS DETERMINATION 

on this point is fixed. The execution of his 
plan is only delayed, not abandoned. He 
was forced to this compromise by dissentions 
in fhe Cabinet and fear that his policy 
might be defeated before his fol- 
lowers in the House of Commons were 
sufficiently united to pull together. Many 
here expect a dissolution of the present 
Ministry or of Parliament within a short 
time, for Lord Beaconsfield, having the sup- 
port of the Queen, will dissolve Par-

The Usual Collation of Horrible Details 
and Thrilling Experiences.

HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 16.—The Moody and 
Sankey excursion-train accident on the Connecti- 
cut Western Road, near Turiffville last night, 
was exagecrated as to loss of life, yet the affair 
was aterrible one. Over 500 residents of Winsted, 
Canaan, Salisbury, and other places in the 
western section of the State had visited the 
Moody and Sankey revival meeting, and em- 
barked for home after services, leaving Hart- 
ford by a special train of eleven cars and two 
locomotives. The party had enjoved a rare | 
feast of religious communion with the great 
evangelists, and little did they imagine the fear- 
ful catastrophe so close at hand. There was no 
warning—vuothing to lead to apprehension. 
Crossing 

THE FARMINGTON RIVER BRIDGE, 

one mile from Tariffviliec, the train was just en- 
tering upon the trestle work stretching across 


ahead of the train. The west span, 100 feet 
long, ou the Howe truss principle, had yielded 
to the overweight of two enuines, and, parting 
near an abutment, caved into the stream, crush- 
ing through six inches of ice with which ft was 
covered. The first engine cleared the woodwork 
of the bridge proper, and, turning over, landed 
bottom up, irretrievably damaged. Its mate 
went down, enwrapped in the wreck of the 
bridge, both landing upon solid ground, but the 
baggage-car crashed through the ice into six 
feet of water, and deposited its dozen occu- 
pants in 
THB ICY FLOOD, 
mixed up with the myriad of splinters into 
which the woodwork was shattered. The first 
passenger-car was next crushed to half size. 
Swinging around at right angles, into its weak- 
est spot, the sidc, came like a catapult the 
heavy front platform of the next car, the rear 
end of which remained upheld against the 
central pier of the bridge. The fourth car, 
striking its predecessor, swung off diagonally, 
and pitched head-foremost into the chasm. 
This ended the crash, for the remaining cars 
were saved from going off by the ends of the 
two cars resting against the pier as deseribed. 
In a moment the shrieks of women and groans 
of men rang out upon the piercing cold air,— 
THE SHRIEKS OF CRUSHED, MANGLED BEINGS, 
struggling to obtain release from the meshes 
into which the shock had hurled them in the 
ends of the overturned cars. The unhurt hast- 
ened to help the endangered, and additional aid 
came from the villagers of Tariffville, who were 
aroused by the noise of the crash. A merciful 
Providence preserved the passengers from the 
usual terrible feature of fire originating from 
lamps and stoves, but the occupants of the first 
two cars were brought face to face with death 
by drowning, as the cars forming their prisons | 8 
settled gradually down into the water and sand. 
Measures for relief were well organized by a 
few leading sptrits, and soon the workers hewed 
and tore away timbers with a will until, 
IN LESS THAN TWO HOURS, 

every car was cleared of its living occupants, 
the woundea being borne away to the river 
bank on sledges hastily improvised from saplings 
and car-cushions. aud thence to the genial 
warmth of the cars which had remained on the 
track, and where friends were ready to minister 
to their needs. Telegrams were dispatched to 
Hartford and Winsted for aid, and special trains 
arrived soon after, Hartford contributing 3 
dozen surgeons under the excitement occa- 
sioned by the report that atleast fifty deaths had 
happened and wounds were ionumerabie. The 
worst injured were removed to hotels and pri- 
vate dwellings, people throwing open their 
doors and offering every accommodation. Two | 
hours later the members of the party able to 
travel were sent home by a special train over 
other roads affording connection beyond the

In the year 1867 there 
vras held in Paris an International Monetary 
Conference, having for its object the es- 


tablishment of an international system of 


coinage, by which the coin of each country, 


by whatever name designated, should be 


equivalent in weight, fineness, and value to 


the distinction ina legal or moral point of 
view of Congress arbitrarily abolishing 3} 
per cent of all State, municipal, corporate, 
and private debts, and doing the same with 
the public debt. The reasoning is far-fetched | 
and wholly indefensible; and the suggestion 
that it would be more dishonorable to scale a 
large debt than a small one is especially 
weak.

Congress to clip the coin for the purpose of 
paying private debts, and debts due abroad 
by corporations, applies with equal force. to 
the payment of public debts.

A MURDERER IDENTIFIED.

Yearly Report of the Inspector of Asy- 
lums, Prisons, and Charities. 


Yesterday’s Proceedings of the Dominion 
| Board of Trade. 


A Railway Election Characterized by 
Much Disorder.

PUBLIC CHARITIES, ETC. 
Speciai Dispatch to.The Chicago Tribune. 

Toronto, Jan. 16.—The yearly report of the 
Inspector of Asylunrs, Prisons, and Public 
Charities, just published, contaias a large 
amount of important information. On the 30th 
of September, 1876, there were in the Lunatic 
Asylums of the Province 1,812 patients; on the 
corresponding day of 1877 the number bad risen 
to 1,900. There were, in addition, thirty-one 
lunatics confined in je‘ls, and twenty-two insane 
convicts in Kingston Penitentiary, making in 
all a total of 2,052 insane and idiotic persons 
under the care of the Province. On the same 
day there were 244 registered applications for 
admittance, with only eighty-five vacancies in 
all the Asylums. Of the predisposing or exciting 
causes of insanity, the Superintendents of the 
Toronto and London Asylums have given 
a list in the case of all admitted during 
the year. In 128 instances, no information 
could be had; and, with a good miany others, 
that information was largely conjectural. Thir- 
ty-six are classified as having been rendered in- 
sane by religious cxcitement, only twelve by 
drink, and as many as sixty-two by self-abuse. 
Of 544 admitted during the year, 260 were Can- 
adians, 113 Irish, 81 English. 42 Scotch, 8 from 
the United States, and 40 frem other countries. 
The different religious denominations contrib- 
uted in about equal proportions; and, while 
there were more unmarried than married, the 
excess of the former was not great, The total 
expenditure in maintaining the various Asylums 
in the Province for the year was $231,843. The 
revenuc derived from the labor, etc., of the pa- 
tients, was $29,000. Since confederation, or dur- 
ing the past ten vears, the Government has 
spent over $2,500,000 upon the improvement of 
asylum-buildings, jaiis, and charitable institu- 
tious in the Province. 

During. the year, the commitments to the 
common jailg of the Province were 13,451, as 
compared with 11,236 during 1876,—showing the 
large increase of 2,245, or 20 per cent. ‘Ihe in- 
crease under certain heads is striking. The 
number of able-bodied tramps and vagrants is 
increasing at av alarming rate. Of this class, 
3.88 were committed in 1877; and the In- 
spector recommends holding them to the hardest 
and most menial kind of labor, not only jn jail- 
yards, but on public streets. Of the 13,481 
committed, 8,470 were found guilty and sen- 
tenced to various degrees of punishment. The 
different nationalities contributed to the number 
committed is about the usual r Boru 
in Canada, 5,413; England, 2,317; Ireland, 3, 788; 
Scotland, 751; Upited States, 871; other eoun- 
tries, 361. Five thousand two hundred and 
thirteen were temperate; 8,268 were not. Four 
thousand and thirty-six were married; 9,445 
were unmarried. Ten thousand four hundred 
and eighty could write, and 3,001 could not. 
The number of deaths in the jail during the 
year was thirty-five, against fifty-five for the 
preceding year. The average cust of maintain- 
ing each prisoner during the year was $9.60, 
against $11.60 for the previous vear, 

In the Provincial Deaf and Dumb Institution, 
situated at Belleville, 271 pupils were in at- 
tendance during the year. nly 10 per cent of 
the pupils pay anything, and the Inspector 
recommends that ail be admitted as free pupils. 
The cost of maintenance during tac year was 
— eae au average of $170.36 per 
head. 

The Asylum for the Blind had at the last m- 
spection 123 pupils, The total expenditure was

Touoxro, Jan. 16.—The neighborhood of Don 
Mount, a suburb of Toronto, is in a fever of ex- 
citemeng over the arrest of a woman named 
Matilda Willoughby, keeper of a private lying- 
in hospital and baby-farm, charged with causing 
the death of an infant child belouging to a girl 
named McCaffrey, by overdosing it with drugs, 
supposed to be paragoric. The police found 
five or six wemen on the premises, and a large 
number of infants, three of whom appeared to 
be dyivg. No food fit for children could be 
found. Physicians, ou examining the children, 
declared that two could not live, and that there 
was but a slm chance of saving tue lite of a 
third. They, all appeared to be in a deathlike 
stupor, their faces wore a ghastly hue, and 
their bodies were so terribly emaciated tnat the 
bones almost protruded through the skin. The 
place has been in operation since July last. The 
prisoner acknowledges that seven deaths have 
occurred since that time; but it is said that this 
is but a fraction of the actual number. An in-

GEORGE H. PENDLETON. 


An Account of His Public Career, and His 
Fraudulent Railroad Claim. 
New York Sun (Tilden, Dem.). 

The friends of Mr. Pendleton have secured 
his election as United States Senator from Ohio 
to succeed Stanley Matthews on the 4th of 
March, 1879. No public man has been pushed 
forward more zealously into prominence than 
he, and without any spécial ability or other 
claim to distinction. Twenty-two years ago he 
was a member of the Legislature, and since 
that time he has been four times elected to 
Congress. In neither of these posts did he 
make anv distinetive mark, and his name only 
figures inadull chronology like bundreds of 
others who have passed off the stage and left 
no record worthy of special notice. 

Mr. Pendleton .was a candidate for Vice- 
President on the ticket with Gen. McClellan in 
1864, and he has been the standing candidate 
for President ever since of a little circle of in- 
cense-burners in Cincinnati, who comfort them- 
selves with the belief that they turn the crank 
which regulates the movements of the universe. 
He is a man of fair talents, a pleasant speaker, 
an agreeable companion, and pre-eminently a 
gentleman of deportment. But he is not a 
thinker in a large seuse, and is entirely desti- 
tute of any element of real statesmanship. 
Until the Belknap scandal Mr. Pendleton had a 
respectable standing before the country, and a 
considerable influence in his party at home. 
That dark episode was the turning point of his 
career. His name became simirched so seriously 
in connection with it that he has neither recov- 
ered his former position at home nor regained 
abroad the reputation he once enjoyed. The 
present effort is th vindicate his character and 
reinstate bim in public favor. 

The Kentucky Central Railroad is a line of 
about 100 miles in length, connecting Covinvr- 
ton and Lexington, witha branch to Paris. R. 
B. Bowler, of Cintinnati, was the principal own- 
er of this road, his interest being about 
three-fifths of the wnole property. He was the 
brother-in-law of Mr. Pendleton, who subse- 
quently became the administrator of his estate, 
there being a widow and three children, two of 
whom were minors. In 1859 Mr. Pendleton 
was made President of this Kentucky Central 
Road at a salary of $6,000 a year, principally, as 
he testified, to protect the interests of his 
sister’s family. 

During the Reljellion this road was employed 
to transport troops, supplies, and munitions of 
war, and a claim was made against the War 
Department for @xtra allowances beyond the 
fixed rates, covering a périod of more than two 
years, between May, 1562, and August, 1864. A 
former empilove of the road, A. H. Ransom by 


name, tempted by a contingent fee of 25 per, 


cent, went to Waslungton in 1864 to prosecute 


this claim, when ail the facts were fresh, and, 


the witnesses within easy reach. Gen. Holt, 
Gen. Meigs, and Mr. Stanton rejected it twice, 
and the case was abandoned. 

But, after seyen years of repose, the claim 
was reopened, against the settled usage of the 
public service. Mr. Pendleton, President of the 
road and administrator fof his brother-in-law’s 
estate, now appeared as the prosecutor; and by 
some mysterious influence he was enabled to 
overthrow the usage of the Government aud to 
resurrect the dead claim. He testified before 
the Committee that by a verbal agreement he 
was to receive 50 per cent of any sum recovered, 
or twice the fee promised to Ransom; the orig- 
inal agent. With Grant’s corrupt Secretary, 
Belknap, and with the surroundings, Mr. Pen- 
dleton was powerful enougb to remove the ob- 
stacles that had previously blocked the 
passage of the claim, and when the ap- 
proval was finally made by the Secretary 
of War. it was rushed through the de- 
partments in one day, with a mark of 
‘“snecial’’ on the papers to hasten the speed. 
The amount allowed was $148,553.82, and in the 
payment it was divided into three parts to the 
order of the Hon. George H. Pendleton. as fol- 
lows: One draft for $30,000, one for $50,000, 
and one for $68,553.82, ali dated June 12, 1571. 
The indorsement of Mr. Pendleton on the first 
draft of $30,000 was in violet ink,” and on the 
other two “in black ink —a little fact of some

SILVER AND GOLD. 


Bank-Officers Trying to Head Off Silver— 
Retaliation that May Tumble Gold Around 
Their Ears—Startling Prediction by Gen. 


Grant. 
New York Sunday Mercury, Jan. 13. 


Wall street, pretending forever to be deeply 
in love with gold, had a frolic, when they en- 
deavored to kill Mr. Bland outright and throw 
all their silver dollars to the winds. Nothing 
else of an attractive feature presenting itself, 
except a slight rise in Westerns and a decline in 
coal-stocks, the magnates of the street—that is 
to say, Bank Presidents—assembicd at the 
Ciearing-House and made war upon silver. Mr. 


Charles M. Fry, of the Bank of New York, and 


Mr. Jenkins, of the Bank of America, wanted 
to go to work at once and shoot on the spot 
any man having a silver dollar in his pocket; 
but, on the advice of Mr. Vermilye, of the 
Merchants’ Bank, always a level-headed maa, 
and Mr. Sherman, of the Mechanics’ Bank, 
calmer counsels prevailed. Instead of con- 
demning to death at once any man who pro- 
nounced the words “silver and legal-tender“ 
within tive minutes of one another, it w 
thought best to appoint a committee that should 
report to another meeting. The mountain 
finally produced the mouse, which was duly 
telegraphed all over the » gph 

Mr. James B. Colgate, of Colgate & Co., who 
wrote the recent sharp letter to Secretary Sher- 
man, had a long interview with the Mercury re- 
porter. He said: “If these men continue to 
talk m this way, it will be advisable to ghow the 
Syndicate, and the entire Juden-Gasse, that we 
can demonetize gold, too. It will not hurt this 
country half as much asthe demonctization of 
silver has done. There is more silver consumed 
throughout the world to-day than there is pro- 
duced. Whenever we part with our gold, we 
would take all the silver Europe hag to spare, 
which is, indeed, a very small quantity. The 
consequence Would be that in a few years we 
would be in complete commercial sympathy 
with them, so far as silver is concerned, especial- 
ly in regard to Africa, Mexico, and South Amer- 
ica. Those are the nations that are ready to 
take our mapufactures, and with whom our 
trade must increase, if we desire to prosper at 
all. All that Europe, composed of gold coun- 
tries, takes from us is our raw material. 
These other countries take our manufactures 
too. Hence. when we no longer want 
gold, it must go to Europe. But the demands 
of Europe for subsidiary coin for ‘shipment to 
India will help us greatly. They will have to 
look to this country for their supply. If we 
should demonetize gold, they could not pay us in 
it, and, consequently,as then there would be 
no place in the world where gold would be re- 
quired, it must decline in value. Let the bond- 
bolders and the bankers put this in their pipes 
and smoke it. Silver is a universal coin, needed 
at all times all the world over, and, as gold is 
not, we have more to fear from an over-produc- 
tion of gold than silver. Silver is only produced 
to the extent of $70,000,000 per annum. This 
country uses ten and’Europe twenty millions, 
and the remaining forty millions are used in 
the arts. Thirty vears ago Europe was loaded 
with silver. It bas since disappeared from 
Italy, Aus Russia, and the Scandinavian 
Kin ly Sixty millions are left. in 
Germany, and the large amount France once 

sessea has disappeared. it was reported 
efore a British Commission that of the 
eight hundred millions of silver exported from 
1852 to 1862, more than one-half came from the 
melting-up of old five-franc pieces. The Secre- 
tary of the Mint says that for twenty-two months 
commencing Januarv, 1876, there was exported 
to Asia from this country alone $143,000,000 of 
silver: So it is clearly seen that we have more 
to fear from a glut of gold than of silver. It 
might be a very proper question to ask of those 
who are calling the silver-men repudiationists 
whether gold would not decline more than 8 per 
ceut i every mint in the United States and Eu- 
rope were closed against it, as they are now 
against silver. Gold,if placed in such a pre- 
dicament, would decline at least from 25 to 30 
percent. The truth is, that every silver nation 
in the world can get along without gold, but 
not a single gold nation can get along withont 
silver. They require at least $3 per head in 
subsidiary coin for every one of their people.“ 
Mr. Colgate then stated that from 1552 until 
1875 there had been produced $2,913,000,000 in 
gold, while during the same period there had 
only been produced $1,187,500,000 in silver,— 
thus showing that there was ground for greater 
fear ofa glut of gold than an abundance of 
silver. 

In conclusion, Mr. Colgate said: I have a 
letter bere from the most prominent bullion- 
broker mn Paris, received only this very morn- 
ing. It is dated Dec. 22, and is a private letter. 
L cannot allow you to copy it, but I will read it 
to you, and permit you to make some extracts 
from it.“ 

After expressing the fervent hope tnat Presi- 
dent Hayes will not veto the Bland Silver bill, 
the gentleman writes: 

It is very evident that, after the exhaustion 
of the German stock of silver (tifteen million 
pounds sterling), the demand for that metal for 
india and China will fall upon the five-franc 
pieces and the American silver dollar, and this 
with no small advantage to the two countries.“ 

He coucludes his letter by stating that, when 
ex-President Grant was in Paris, he told him 
that the country banks would have to suspend, 
all of them without exception, within oue vear 
after date, if we should attempt to resume in 
gold alone.

‘*regeneration,’’ or regenerate, wherever it 
occurred; and also that he had violated 
his engagement, which he took when 
ordained as a Minister, to conform to 
the doctrines and worsjgfof the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. The trial was begun, and, after 
having been continued fora few days, application 
was made to Judge Jameson for an injunction on 
the ground that an illegally-established court was 
endeavoring to deprive him of his position as a 


minister. Judge Jameson granted the injunction, 


and, after argument, made it perpetual. The case 
was heard by the Supreme Court, and Judge Jam- 
eson overruled. Feb. 1, 1871, the Ecclesiastical 
Court reakeembled. Mr. Cheney admitted the 
facts charged in the specifications, but denied 
their criminality. On the 7th of February the 


Court announced the verdict, which was that Mr. 
Cheney was guilty, and they pronounced the sen- 
tence of suspension on terms—that is, terminable 
on such assurance given by Mr. Cheney as should 
be satisfactory to the Bishop of contrition for the 
past and obedience for the future. Of this sen- 
tence Mr. Cheney was duly notified by the Bishop. 

Notwithstanding this, however, he continued to 


exercise the functions of a minister of the 


Protestant Episcopal Church. A little later 
a presentment was made to the Bishop that Mr. 
Cheney was officiating in violation of the sentence 
ofsuspension. On the 4thof May, the same year, 


another Ecclesiastical Court was convened, of 


which tne Rev. Clinton Locke was presiding of- 
ficer. Mr. Cheney failed to appear, and the Court 
found him guilty of the charges and specifications, 
and stated that, in their opmion, the sentence of 
degradation from the ministry should be pro- 


nounced upon him. This sentence was suspended 
for ten days, but Mr. Cheney did not show a contrite 


heart, and, therefore, on the 2d of June, 1871. 
he was formally degraded from the ministry. 
When the Diocesan Convention met in the 
fail of 1871, Mr. Judd, the Chancellor of 
the Diocese, was directed to take such proceedings 
as might be necessary to u forthe Church the 
possession n Christ Church parish. 
Accordingly a bill for injusetion and re)ief—to re- 
cover the church property and stop the diversion of 
ite revenues—was brought to the May (1872) term 
of the Circuit Court by A. C. Calkins, James O. 
Cleveland. and H. F. Jennison, in behalf of them 
selves and such other members of the parish as ad- 
hered to the doctrines and government of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, against Mr. Cheney and 
the wardens and vestrymen of Christ Church. An 
answer was filed by the defendants June, 1872, 
and an amended answer February, 1873. March 
29, 1873, the complaing by leave of the Court, 
filed a genera) replication the several original, 
amended, and the separate answers of Mr. Cheney 
and It. A. B. Mills, the latter being filed Aug. 
10, 1872. Im December, 1 the complainants 
moved for leave to file a supplemental bill, but the 
motion was overruled Dee. 31. The cause came to a 
hearing before Judge Williams about August, 
1874, and on the 14th of that month a decree was 
rendered dismissing the bill of complaint and for 
costs against the complainants. nappeal was 
prayed and allowed, but the arguments in the 
Supreme Court did not take place until June, 
1876. After havine had the case under advise- 
ment fora year and a half, the Court yesterday 
rendered .its decision, affirming the judgment of 
the Circuit Court, —a triumoh for Mr. Cheney. 
MR. JUDD.

My reply to 
that was that the Court waga valid tribunal under 
the laws of the Church 40 as a quorum of 
three was maintained, —th@tin that respect it was 
analagous te a court- the language of the 
law of Congress on that subject being 
very  similar,—almost exactly the same 
as the language of the canon of tie 
Church regarding ecclesiastical tribunals; that is 
to say, a court-martial, by Jaw of Congress, 18 to 
consist of not exceeding thirteen members nor less 
than six; and it has been decided over and over 
again that, although the court was organized with 
the full number of thirteen, yet it was a good 
court so long as the minimum of six was main- 
tained. The canonsof this diocese, under which 
the proceedings were had, require that the Ecclesi- 
astical Court shall be composed of not exceeding six 
nor Jess than three members. Both courts are of 
special creation, and henee I maintained that the 
analogy was complete, irrespective of any other 
view, of the matter—that, on general princi- 
ples, a majority of any court was compe- 
tent to pass upon any question § with- 
in its jurisdiction. It was maintained by 
Mr. Fuller, on behalf of Me. Cheney and his co- 
defendants, that the progitions of the canons 
under which the trial ws had must be strictly 
complied with in all respects. My answer was 
that they were so complied with, but that it was 
wholly immaterial whether they were complied 
with or not, because, by ecclesiastical law. the ac- 
tion of the Bishop inconfirming the judgment of the 
Court and pronouncing the sentence was final and 
conelusive; that there was no remedy, except by 
appeal. Hence, even if there were irregularitics 
and defects, Mr. Cheney's degradation from the 
ministry was an accomplished fact, which should 
be recognized by all parties concerned, even by 
the secular courts in the maiter.of property rights. 
Il answered that this had been substantially de- 
cided by the Supreme Court in the former Cheney 
case, reported in the 58th Mimois, page 500. in 
its decision upon this question, page 540, the 
Court eaid: 

Five intelligent cones of the church, presumed 
to be deeply versed in Biblical and canonical lore, were 
more competent than this Court to decide the pechitar 
questions raised. Why should we review that and not 
every other decision which involves the interpretation 
of the canons? It is conceded that, when jurisdiction 
attaches, the judgment of the Church Court is con. 
clusive as to purely ecclesiastical offenses.; It should 
be equally conciusive upon ubtful and technical 
questious involving criticlam of the canons, even 
though they might comprise jurtedictional facts. 

»The Supreme Court of the United States, in 
the famous case of Jones vs. Whitney, reported in 
Wallace, have decided the same thing. Not only 
did this Ecclesiastical Count referred to in the 
opinion of the Supreme Court of Illinois pass 
upon the question of juritdiction, as well as 
upon all other questions iffvolved. but a second 
Ecclesiastical Court forthe trial of Mr. Cheney also 
passed upon all the questions involved. including 
that of jurisdiction. The findings in both instances 
were approved by the Bishop and by the Conven- 
tion of the Diocese of Dlimois upon two different 
occasions. Mr. Cheney has been recognized by 
the executive, legislative, and judicial departments 
of the Church of Lilinois all along to be a degraded 
minister, and the entire Protestant Episcopal 
Church throughout the United States has also so 
recognized him, and he is also so recognized in 
Europe. To my mind it is a very queer doctrine 
that a secular court can thus seek to withdraw the 
degradation thus established by the entire Charch, 
even in the matter of property rights.“ 

Have von any idea 
UPON WHAT GROUND THE DECISION IS BASED ?”’ 

No, unless it be the technical ground made in 
Mr. Fuller's argument, filed with tne Court after I 
had made my oral argument, and to which I had 
no reply—that the corporation of Christ Church 
was not made a party: That point was raised by 
him before Judge Wilhams. We argued it at 
length, and the Court deeided, after mature con- 
sideration, that it Was not necessary to make the 
corporation (that is, by the name of Christ Church)

PROTESTING AGAINST DISCRIMI- 
NATION. 

The managers of the roads leading East from 

this city held a meeting at the office of the Pitts- 


burg & Fort Wayne Railroad yesterday morning, 
to take some action in regard to the recent decision 
by Mr. N. Guilford, the Western Pool Commis- 
sioner, which allows a difference of two and a nalf 
cents in the fates from Milwaukee to New York to 
the lake and rail routes. There were present at 
the meeting Messrs. J. N. McCullough, Vice- 
President of the Pitteburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago; 
John Newell, General Manager of the Lake Shore 
& Michigan Southern; H. B. Ledyard. General 
Manager of the Michigan Central; and Mr. N. 
Guilford, Western Pool Commissioner. 

The question at issue was discussed at some 
length, and the raiJroad managers were of the 
unanimous opinion that the decision was unjust, 
and that the rates via the lake and rail 
routes should be the same as via the 
all-rail routes. Mr. Guilford stated that his 
action was taken after a meeting with the repre- 
sentatives of the Chicago & Northwestern, Chica- 
go, Milwaukee & St. Paul, Detroit & Milwaukee, 
and Flint & Pere Marquette, which comprise the 
roads leading East from Milwaukee, and they were 
of the inion that such difference was nece 
to be made. His decision at the time was not 
definite, but was merely made until he could com- 
pare the statements of the various roads and find 
out whether this difference in rates was giving Mil- 
waukee an undue advantage. If he should find 
tnat Milwaukee was getting more than ite share of 
the business to which it was entitled, he would fix 
the rates at such figures as would give all their 
proper proportion. At this point an adjournment 
was taken until 4 o'clock p. m., in order to en- 
able the railroad managers to attend the annual 
meeting of the Stock-Yarmis Company. The 
managers reassembled et the appointed time 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel, anc the vexed question 
was again discuseed. It was argued by the mana- 
gers of the Chicago roads that Cnicago could not 
stand the discrimination in rates made in favor of 
Milwaukee, and they insisted that the Commis- 
sioner should alter his previous decision and make 
the rates out of Milwaukee the same as from Chi- 
cago dy all the routes. The Chicago & North- 
western, it was claimed, was in favor of the post- 
tion taken by the Chicago roads, but the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul was siding with the Detroit 
& Milwaukee and Flint & Pere Marquette Railroad, 
because the difference in rates was all in its favor 
ana gives it an immense Advantage Even if the 
rates from Milwaukee by the lake and water routes 
were made the same as those by the all- rail routes, 
this road would have an advantage, inasmuch as all 
its terminal facilities were at Milwaukee, and it 
would still save hauling the freight eighty-five 
miles from Milwaukee to Chicago, by giving 
its business to the lake and rail routes from Mil- 
waukee. With even rates the Northwestern wouid 
take its business to Chicago, where it had most of 
its terminal facilities. 

Mr. Guilford declined to recede from his previ- 
ous decision until he haa been able to post himself 
better in the matter, and had satisfied himself that 
the water and rail routes would have no advan- 
tage. 

Thereupon the General Managers drew up a pro- 
test against the difference of rates made fn favor 
of the Milwaukee roads and sent it by telegraph 
to Mr. Hugh J. Jewett, Secretary and Arbitrator 
of the New York Pool. And here the troublesome 
matter rests at present. 

The question of rates from other points than Mil- 
waukee was also discussed. The Managers were 
of the opinion that there would be no more cuttin 
of rates, and Mr. Guilford stated that he woul 
take the most energetic measures agginst the roads 
found violating the rates hereafter. As regards 
the contracts made during the late unpleasantness, 
it was stated that they are not as extensive as was 
first supposed. The contracts for grain would all 
be carried out by the lst of next month. To de- 
liver* the flour contracts would probably take 
double that time.

THE CLAIM-AGENTS. 

The Claim-Agents met again at the Tremont 
House yesterday morning, Mr. P. H. Dennis, Gen- 
eral Agent of the Lllinois Central Railroad, in the 
chair. The Committee on Organization reported 
favorably on the formation of a society of Claim- 
Agents, and recommended that it should be 
styled the ‘‘Association of Railroad Claim- 
Agents. The following gentlemen were 
nominated and elected officers of the 
Association for the ensuing year: President, 
J. C. Doan, of the St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Northern; Vice-Président, E. Darrach, of the 
Philadelphia & Reading; Secretary. N. R. Adri- 
ance, of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton; As- 
sistant Secretary, John Rogers, of the St. Louis, 
Iron-Mountain & Southern. The entire day was 
spent in the comparison of the different systems 
for — claims by the various rail com- 
panies. 

The railroad managers in thie city do not taink 
that any good can result to the railroad companies 
from the work of such an Association. They 
claim that the work of settling claims is to be done 
under the direction of the General Freight Agents, 
who will have the work done according to their in- 
dividual judgments. It is understood that the 
claim-agents of the principal roads in thie city 
were instructed to take no active part in the pro- 
ceedings, and permission to attend was only grant- 
ed as a matter of courtesy.

ITEMS. 

The scalpers are now trying to bring the issue 
between them and the railroad companies to a head 
by getting Judge McAllister to declare the law 
which prohibits the sale of railroad tickets by out- 
aide parties unconstitutionel. One of their num- 
ber, Mr. J. J. Walser, who a short time ago was 
held tothe Criminal Court under bail of $400 for 
selling tickets contrary to law, has been surrender- 
ed by his bondsmen, and is now in the custody of a 
Deputy Sheriff. A writ of habeas corpus will be 
applied for from the above Judge to-day, on the 
ground that he is unlawfully restrained of bis lib- 
erty, the law being unconstitational. It is hoped 
that he will decide differently from Judge Farwell, 
who declared the law to be constitutional about six 
months ago. If they succeed all the scalpers who 
are now under bail will be surrendered by their 
bondsmen, and their release prayed for on the 
same ground. 

The oftice of Master of Transportation of the 
Innois Central Railroad has been abolished, and 
that of Traffic Manager substituted therefor. Mr. 
Joseph F. Tucker, who has filled the former office 
so acceptably and ably during the last year, WII, of 
course, continue to rform the same duties as 
heretofore, only he will be styled Trame Manager 
hereafter. The change was made because the 
latter title more clearly defines the duties of the 
position, as, on many roads, the Master of Trans- 
portation is the person who has charge of the road, 
as far as the management of the track and rolling- 
stock is concerned, while Traue Manager“ at 
once implies that the duties consist in directing 
the commercial interests of the road.

all claims against stockholders on their stock. 

This Company was organized on the 18th of 
March, 1874, under the general law of the State, 
but did not commence doing busmess at once de- 
cause it could not raise the $150,000 required by 
the statutes. it therefore purchased, in October, 
1874, an old charter of the Illinois State Insarange 
Company of Wheaton, which belonged to Mr. T. 
T. Piatt and Mr. James H. Myers, paying $2,000 
therefor. This Company was originaliy organized 
under an act entitled act to incorporate the 
DuPage County Mutual Insurance Company of 
Wheaton,” approved Feb. 16, 1857, amended in 
1865 and also in 1867. By this last amendment it 
was provided that the name should be changed to 
the Ilunnois State Insurance Company, and that it 
might be empowered to establish an office in the 
City of Chicago. The nam of the organization 
was subsequently changed to Empire Fire, by which 
itis now kaown. lu capitai stuck, by its charter, 
was not to be less than $50,000, bat might be in- 
creased to $300,000, to ve divided into shares of 
$50 each. By an amendatory act, however, it was 
authorized to increase its capital stock to , 000. 
In 1874 its capital stock was increased to $100, 000, 
and afterwards, in 1875, to $300,000. On the 
26th of January of that year the Company con- 
solidated with the Union, the latter paying the 
Empire $5, 000 to reinsure and assume all its risks. 
The Company opened an office in Chicago, and 
have done business here up to date. 

Last year an examination was made by the 
Auditor of State, which showed an impairment of 
capita! stock, and the Company was accordingiy 
required to go out of business or to make a reduc- 
tion. It did the latter, bringing its capital dowa to 
$100,000. Then an information in the nature ofa 

uo warranto wae filed in the Criminal Court of 
this county against the Company to require it to 
show by what authority it was doing business in 
Chicago with a capital of less than $150,000. The 
venue was changed to Grundy County, and judg- 
ment rendered forthe defendant. The Attorney- 
General, however, appealed the case to the Su- 
preme Court, where it is now pending. The case 
will probably be heard this term. 

According to the examination made by the Au- 
ditor, the Company would show no impairment 
were its capital stock reduced to 3100. ; bata 
great part of its assets consist of loans on bonds 
and mortgages, and a large part of this property is 
not at present salable, being in South Cuicago and 
Washington Heights. The cidim of the Real- 
Estate & Loan Company is based on a suit first 
brought in the Federal Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York, where judgment was rendered 
Nov. 7, 1877. It was ona policy of insurance for 
$1, 250 on Congress-Hall, at Sharon Springs, N.Y. 
Another judgment for one thousand odd dollars 
was given against the Company day before yester- 
day, the T. L. Weed Company being piainud. 
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THE SINGER BUILDING. 
OPERATIONS TO BEGIN. 

Since Monday last Mr. George R. Mackenzie, 
Vice-President of the Singer Sewing-Machine 
Company, bas been in this city looking after the 
rebuilding or selling of the remains and site of 
what was until recently Field & Leiter's retail es- 
tablisument, at the northeast corner of State and 
Washington streets. There have been negotia- 
tions for the sale of the property to Field, Leiter 
& Co., but it seems that no agreement could be 
reached, and this morning the rebuilding of the 
structure will be commenced by the Singer Manu- 
facturing Company, and a better and finer duild- 
ing will be putupthan existed before, and one 
thoroughly fire-proof. 

Mr. Mackenzie refused absolutely to state any- 
thing in regard to the terms demanded or the 
amount of money that Field, Leiter & Co. would 
pay forthe property. Mr. J. Van Dyke, the Com- 
pany’s architect, has already made a full draft of 
the plans for the new structure, and the estimates 
for all the work have been prepared, and last 
evening the contract for the masonry-work was 
let to E. Sturtevant, who a short time after had 
his tools upon the ground, to be ready to commence 
the razing process this morning. The building 
will be put up with the same stvle of front as be- 
fore, and there will be no change in the general 
design, architecturally speaking, except to make an 
improvement here and there, as taste might dictate. 
In the first place, the entire building will be taken 
down tothe ground. The foundations will be care- 
fully inspected and tested, and, wherever it is found 
necessary, new wallsor additional supports will 
be putin. itisthe intention to make a building 
that shal) surpass for strength and durability any 
one hitherto erected in the United States, and that 
it shali be in point of architectural design second to 
none in the land. A novelty will be wrought-iron 
beams, pillars, and girders, which will give ad- 
ditional] strength and add symmetry and beauty to 
the interior proportions. 

All the stone after it is taken down will be care- 
fully refaced, and those found damaged willbe 
replaced by new ones, so that when the walls nre 
up again they will appear entirely new. The 
massive building will be six stories high and a 
basement underneath, the whole being sur- 
mounted with a French or : Maasard roof, which 
will be constructed most substantially of an iron 
frame-work, filled in with terra-cotta tiling, cov- 
ered with slate. The interior will be supported by 
wrought-iron columns covered, fluted, and 
firiished in Renaissance style with Portland 
cement. . The rders and floor-beams will 
also be all wrought iron. They will be divided 
into arches, filled in with concrete and tiling, of 
which all the floors will be composed. The in- 
terior will present the same general appearance as 
heretofore, but it will be thoroughly and absolute- 
ly fire-proof, no timber at all entering into its 
construction. The Singer Conipany has availed 
itself of the best of the modern improvements for 
making the building absolutely fire-proof and 
for the extinguishment of fires. The stairways 
will all be broad and ornamental, and 
three elevators will furnish carrying 
power. No pains or expense will be spared to 
make the building absolutely safe from fire. The 
cost, it is estimated, will be about $300,000, and 
it will be reacy for occupancy about Aug. 1 next. 
Mr. Mackenzie told a TaisuNne reporter last even- 
ing that he already had several applications for the 
renting of the building, and there was no certainty 
as to who would occupy it. It would remain one

PRESENTATION OF A CARRIAGE AND HORSES. 

Bishop Foley was made the recipient ycsterday 
afternoon of one bf the handsomest turnouts—an 
elegant Berlin carriage and a pair of superb black 
horses, with all the trappings to match, including 
harness, robes, etc.—ever scen in Chicago, the 
donors being the clergymen of the Diocese. The 
movement te present the Bishop with a euitable 
mark of esteem and appreciation on the part of the 
clergy bad its origin in. a meeting which was 
held at St. Viateur’s College, Bourbonnais 


Grove. on the 7th of October last, at which 
it was resolved by the clergymen of the 
Diocese to present him with sucha gift, and a 
committee consisting of the foilowing-named 
clergymen appointed to carry out the res- 
olution: The Rev. ‘Terry, Chairman; the 
Rev. John Waldron, Treasurer; the Kev. P. C. 
Conway, the Rev. P. W. Riordan, and the Rev. H. 
©. Gara McShane, Secretary. As an evidence of 
the way the Committee performed their duties, it 
may be stated that the amount contributed up to 
date foots up about $5,000, and that the addition 
of several promised contributions will make it 
$6,000. The great question as to what the gift 
should be was soon settled by a unanimous agree- 
ment that a suitable equipage for the Bishop's use 
would be just the thing, and that no better disposi- 
tion could be made of the remainder of the fund 
than to add it to the Bishop's private purse. Ac- 
cordingly the purchases were made, and with ex- 
ceedingly good taste, too, by Fathers Conway and 
Waldron, and yesterday afternoon the pre- 
sentation took piace at the Bishop's residence, 
No. 278 Ohio street, the clergymen forming the 
Committee being presentin person to make the 
formal tender. The Bishop was of course pleased 
and gratified beyond measure at this evidence of 
love and esteem on the part of those with whom he 
ie officially connected, and made a brief and fitting 
response tothe very few words of presentation 
by ather Terry, Chairman of the Committee. The 
affair was, in fact, wholly informal, except in 80 
far as it was anticipated by the participants, and 
was on {nat account all the more’ delightfa!.
